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GUIDE CUT ROPE 
TO SAVE HIMSELF 


By the approaching release from 
prison of an Alpine guide, there is re- 
called a mountain tragedy of several 
years ago, which brings up a question 
of ethics that has afforded interesting 
discussion for nearly every one wh» 
has ever climbed a dangerous peak, 
and for many who have seen the sum- 
mits only from a safe vantage point at 
the bottom. 

I have taken occasion to verify the 
assertions made in the’ narrative, bur, 
out of consideration for the relatives 
ef the principals who have given me 
the information, I withhold the names. 

Briefly, the story is this: Eight years 
ago a physician from Vienna, in the 
company of a_ well-known’ Tyrolese 
guide, made the ascent of one of the 
most difficult peaks in the Tyrol, They 
made their way up safely, but in re- 
turning. while on a narrow, slippery 
edge, flanked by a deep precipice, the 
physician fell. 

The guide had reached a place of 
comparative safety, and the ropes at- 
taching the two held. Withstanding 
the shock, the guide keput his place, 
and made an effort to drag the physi- 
cian back to safety. Twice he at- 
tempted this. failed, and sank tack 
exhausted. 

Then, according to the story he told 
afterward he waited all night with his 
body braced between rocks and acting 
as an anchor to the rope. upon which 
the unfortunate physician swung 
above the precipice, calling at inter- 
vals to the guide above. 

Morning came and passed on to noon 
but no climbing parties appeare:l. 
Driven nearly mad by mental anguish 
and almost at the end of physical en- 
durance, the guide cut the rope. 

He ran to the nearest police station, 
surrendered himself, and told his story. 
The physician was found dead upon 
the rocks at the foot of the precipice. 
Nothing contradictory to the guide’s 
version was brought out at the trial. 
but the Swiss judges sentenced him to 
eight years’ imprisonment for man- 
s!aughter. 

In vain did the wealthy relations of 
the physician seek his release. They 
furnished the money for the trial, and 
since then have cared for the convict- 
ed man’s family. ~ i 

In a few days .he will be released, 
and so firm is the belief of the physi- 
eian’s relations that the guide actel 
with unusual heroism they will give 
him empleyment and probably take 
him away with them to Vienna.—Par- 
is Herald.

TEACHING OYAMA TO SHOOT 


(Horace Fletcher in World’s Work.) 

Twenty-five years ago I was an ex- 
perienced rifle shot, and could hit a 
moving object’every time. The twenty- 
two-caliber -rifle and machine- made 
cartridge, which came into general use 
in the seventies. made extensive rifle 
practice possible. I wrote -and _  pub- 
lished at the time a pamphlet on how 
to shoot with a rifle, entitled ‘““The A. 
B. C. of Snap-Shooting,” which came 
to the attention of regular army officers 
attached to the Department of the Pa- 
cific at San Francisco, and was used 
for a manuel] by the _ regulars. It 
happened that copies of the pamphlet 
reached Japan, where I spent some 
time after Japan had just begun to 
make a military organization on the 
most modern lines, and Marquis 
Oyama was: Minister of War. He in- 
vited me to visit him in his home at 
Tokio, and showed great interest in 
the method of learning to shoot at a 
moving object with a rifle. He had a!- 
ready seen the pamphlet. 

I had a number of American 
and ample ammunition with rme_ in 
Japan, and Marquis Oyama, and the 
the Col. Murata (inventor of the Jap- 
anese Military rifle) joined me several 
afternoons at target practice. They en- 
tered enthusiastically into the’ spirit, 
Oyama, in particular, showing the en- 
thusiasm of a boy. I shall never forget 
his keen joy the first time he hit 12 
moving object with a bullet. It was 
a teapot thrown in the air. I helieve 
and when it came down in dust and 
pieces he capered about and screamed 
in his delight like an excited school- 
boy. 

After several afternoons at practice, 
Marquis Oyama and Col, Murata be- 
came nearly as skillful as I was, They 
could hit the center of the target 80 
per cent. of the times tried, and that 
was only 20 per cent, less than my own 
average at that time. They were fu 
of confidence that they could close the 
gap of difference between us in a few 
more afternoons of practice in spite of 
the fact that I told them 20 per cent. 
of practice readily Lrought 80 per cent. 
of skill. but that it required. 800 per 
cent. of habituation to acquire the last 
10 per cent. of absolute sureness. I had 
expended, hundreds of thousands of 
cartridges to- learn this. . ——» 

But the significant feature of the 
practice on ‘this and other occasions 
was that Marquis O-ama became firm- 
ly convinced that a surprisingly high 
percentage in hits is possible with 
Strict attention to practice in = snap- 
shooting. 


POTATOES AND CHEESE. 


One of the most delicious of French 
vegetable dishes is potatoes prepared 
With cheese, but it is so delicious that 
it is fast becoming almost as well 
known here in America.

Trouble on the P. R. R. 

The Brotherhood -of Railway ‘Train- 
men voted almost unanimously, as 
shown by the count finished Jan. 18, in 
supporting the action of the trainmen 
on the Pennsylvania railroad. These 
men had threatened to strike against 
the great railway system if the order 
making firing compulsory on the part 
of brakemen were not modified. Gen- 
eral Manager Atterbury still refused 
to accede. Since laying off the for- 
ward brakemen on freight trains, due 
to the adoption of air brakes, the com- 
pany wished the remaining brakemen 
to assist the firemen when needed. 
Grand Master Morrissey of the train- 
men came on from Cleveland to Phil- 
adelphia for another conference with 
the railroad officials. 


Called Mitchell a Traitor. 

During the last week’s convention of 
the United Mine Workers at Indian- 
apolis a Wyoming delegate charged 
President Mitchell to his face with hav- 
ing sold out the starving miners of 
Colorado while spending their money 
at $12 a day at hotels in Kurope. A 
scene of great excitement followed this 
declaration. In a long . speech Mr. 
Mitchell defended his course. In his 
annual address Mr. Mitchell urged 
preparations for another great struggle. 


Fall River Strike Settled. 

Through the mediation of Governor 
Douglas of Massachusetts the striking 
operatives of the Fall River cotton 
mills decided, Jan. 18, to return to 
work under the 12% per cent reduction 
against which they struck last July 
and without discrimination. It was 
agreed that the governor should in- 
vestigate the matter of margins be- 
tween cost of cotton and price of cloth 
and submit his conclusions as to an 
average margin upon which the manu- 
facturers are to pay a 5 per cent divi- 
dend on v-ages to April 1. Both sides 
regard the outcome as a victory.

The Cleveland Electric Railway com- 
pany is about to inaugurate a three 
cent fare experiment on all lines, with 
special cars running only two miles 
from the center of the city. No trans- 
fer will be given for a three cent fare. 


Long Trolley Projects. 

The Electrical Review reports that 
half. of the $10,000,000 construction 
bonds of the Toledo, Columbus and 
Cincinnati trolley line have been float- 
ed. This electric railroad is to be 282 
miles long and almost an air line be- 
tween Columbus and Cincinnati. 

Another long distance trolley line 
now projected is to connect Buffalo 
and Pittsburg. J. M. Guffey, the oil 
magnate, is among the backers of this

Russian Uprising After Shot at Czar 


Out of the ominously darkening sky of war and government cursed 
Russia suddenly came a revolution announcing thunderbolt Jan. 18 just 
at the dramatic climax of the traditional religious ceremony of blessing 
the waters of the Neva before the Winter palace at St. Petersburg. 

The czar and the high priest stood in a small pavilion on the river’s 
edge, surrounded by the throng of officers, soldiers, court followers and 
thousands of subjects. The priest had just stooped to immerse a crucifix 
thrice in the water through a hole cut in the three foot ice when it was 
arranged that a battery on the opposite side of the river should fire a 
salute. With the third gun came the loud explosion of a case shell and 
a rain of bullets all about the pavilion where the czar stood. One police 
man was killed, and the windows of the palace were broken. The battery 
belongs to the innermost circle of the imperial guard, officered by mem- 
bers of families close to the emperor. A rigid investigation was imme- 
diately begun, all of the members of the battery being detained in bar- 4 
racks. The czar remained outwardly self possessed. Officially the shot 
was said to have been an accident, but few doubted its sinister intent. 

As if emboldened by this signal, on the following day the strike of 
iron workmen, which had begun at the Putiloff works Jan. 16, suddenly 
spread to all the government works and to other industries until the 
entire Russian capital was in the hands of rioting mobs. Their leader 
appeared to be a Socialist priest known as Father Gapon. He formu: 
lated an address to be presented to the czar in the presence of a great 
popular gathering before the palace. It was a demand for the imme- 
diate ordering of elections for a representative assembly sa that the 
people might hope to be rid of their extreme sufferings ana oppressions. 
From all ovef the country. the cry for peace with Japan resounded. If 
the czar refused to hear them and grant these concessions open revolt 
was threatened at all cost. The demand for peace was the more im- 
pressive because the czar in a pompous decree’ had just ordered the 
army and ‘navy to fight on, saying, “Russia’s strength grows with ad- 
versity.” Contrary to report, Prince Mirsky continued in office for the 
present, but De Witte is the real master. :

Obituary. 


JOHN CUSHING SEARS. 


John Cushing Sears, who passed away 
at his home on Whittier street last Sun- 
day afternoon after a long illness, was 
born in Dennis, May 15, 1835, and-was the 
son of Stephen Sears and Lydia Stone. 
Stephen Sears was one of the sixty hardy 
sailors swept from the town of Dennis; 
Cape-€od;-in the dreadful-gales of Octo- 
ber, 1841. This was a stroke from which 
the town never recovered 

John, at that time a child, was left, 
with two small sisters to the care of a 
widowed mother. He soon saw the 
necessity of his aid in the support and 
at anearly age commenced a sea life, 
which he followed some seventeen years, 
much of the time. He was an officer on 
the Mississippi, that took General But- 
ler’s troops to New Orleans. 

At the age of twenty-eight he aban- 
doned sea life and subsequently settled 
at Lynn. ‘lwo years later, he became 
foreman of J. H. Aborn & Company. At 
the age of forty he retired on account of 
failing health caused by disease of the 
heart, which had been the cause of suf- 
fering since childhood. After a year of 
rest he started in the retail shoe busi- 
ness in Boston.

Mr, Sears was twice married, his first ,| 
wife being Julia E. York of Yarmouth, 


Maine. ‘There was a son and daughter 
who died in infancy. His second 
marriage was with Susan M. Johnson,

+ hose they did find were quickly des- 
troyed. Are there any brown tail moth 
nests in the Reservation? Since the 
leaves have fallen, one visit to the Ridge 
has been made to see if there were. 
But the beauty of the place, and the 
slipperiness of the walking put the 
brown-tails out of mind. Mr. Carter 
says that he has seen none. 


Everyone can imagine the pretty sight 
of a party of children scampering about 
among the trees, but very few can have 
seenatroop of young athletes, in run- 
ning costume, speeding through the 
woods like deer or young Indian braves, 
and quite in .keeping with the Reserva- 
tion. ‘fhe children’ and ~-boys~ frequent 
the place more and more, and so do tired 
men and women and all come away re- 
freshed. ¥ 


We are sure that all who go there can 
appreciate the earnest desire of the 
trustees for a permanent fund, the inter- 
est of which would provide for the 
annual care of the Reservation. During 
the last year two hundred dollars have 
been given toward such a fund; one hun- 
dred by Mr. and Mrs. Warren F. Draper, 
and one hundred by Mrs. George Coburn. 
It takes forty.dollars each year for the 
necessary clearing of the paths, and 
every penny helps in the good work, 


It is the memory of such places as In- 
dian Ridge, and Carmel Woods, Pomps 
Pond, Sunset. Rock and Prospect Hill, 
that makes old Andover boys ask, as did 
one in Wisconsin lately, “What is it 
ndover that continually tugs at

The next to be mentioned is a West 
Parish boy—the Rev. George Mooar, who 
has left his testimony to the priceless 
value of the remembrance of Indian 
Ridge during the two score years spent 
on the Pacific coast.

A man giving his name as Gessler 
Rosseau made a_ startling ‘confession 
to police and detectives at Philadelphia 
Jan. 15, taking entire responsibility for 
the recent xttempt to destroy the stat- 
ue of Frederick the Great at Washing- 
ton and also for the sending of the in- 
fernal machine to the pler of the Cu- 
nard liner Umbria at New York in 
May, 1903. His confession followed a 
complete identification by the woman 
with whom he boarded in New York 
and others. Hits arrest was made while 
he was in the act of demanding $500 
from the relatives of Owen Kelly, an

No Cigarettes In lowa. 

The United States supreme court has 
affirmed the anticigarette law of Lowa 
in the cases brought by the tobacco 
trust, which urged that the law inter- 
fered with interstate commerce. The 
law had been applied against ship- 
ments of cigarettes in the usual small 
boxes containing ten each. It was held 
that these were not, properly speaking, 
original packages. 

Notes. 

The  anti-vice crusade directed 
against the traffic in Jewish girls has 
been started by Bankers Schiff, Selig- 
man and other prominent Hebrews in 
New York. 

By the narrow margin of four votes 
Supreme Court Justice Warren B. 
Hooker of New York has escaped the 
State Bar association's recommenda- 
tion for impeachment on charges of 
corruption. 

The United States supreme court by 
a vote of 5 to 4 has granted a new trial 


to Senator Burton of Kansas, who was 


convicted on the charge of using his 
official influence for private ends. 

In the suit brought against thé steel 
trust by Alfred F. Stevens to compel 
the payment of dividends on the cém- 
pany’s common stock Vice Chancellor 
Stevenson of New Jersey says that 
while $66,000,000 is a large sum in it- 
self it is only 6 per cent of the com- 
pany’s capita! stock and there is no 
evidence to show that the company 
has such a surplus in actual cash. 


President Sides With the South. 

In an interview with Judge Thomas 
G. Jones of Alabama (Democrat) Presi- 
déht Roosevelt frankly declared his op- 
position to any legislation cutting down 
the representation of the southern 
states in eongress and in the electoral 
college. This is expected to kill, the 
project. The president also announced 
that hereafter he would consult Demo- 
crats about southern appointments. He 
told the judge that. his attitude on the 
race question had been misunderstood 
by the south. 


Republicans Bolt Niedringhaus. 

The Missouri senate committee ap- 
pointed to investigate the, -charges 
against Thomas K. Niedringhaus, the 
Republican nominee for United States 
senator, reported that Mr. Niedring- 
haus ‘had not filed a complete state- 
thent-of the receipts of the state com- 
mittee, of -whirh he, wast iraya 
the recent campaign, as required by 
law. The house committee exonerated 
Niedringhaus. 7 

An unexpected deadlock occurred 
when the joint balloting for senator be- 
gan in tbe legislature Jan. 18 owing 
to the bolt of six Republicans from 
Niedringhaus to Kerens.

Choice of United States senator has 
been made by many state legislatures. 
Indiana has. chosen Beveridge and 
Hemenway, Rhode Island returned 
Aldrich, Minnesota re-elected Clapp, 
North Dakota re-elected McCumber, El- 
mer J. Burkett was chosen by the Re- 
publican majority in Nebraska, Massa- 
chusetts returned Lodge and elected 
Crane, Montana again elected Thomas 
H. Carter as a Republican, Nevada Re- 
pubticans named George S. Nixon to 
succeed Stuart, New Jersey Republic- 
ans named Kean for re-election, and 
New York reelected Depew.

Combes Ministry Resigns. 

Notwithstanding that the chamber of 
deputies still stood with a slender ma- 
jority of ten in favor of the govern- 
ment, Premier Combes and his cabinet 
decided to anticipate the inevitable 
trend and presented their joint resig- 
nation to President Loubet at the Ely- 
see palace Jan. 18. In his letter M. 
Combes declared that during the eight- 
een months of his administration he 
had been pursued by an ambitious co- 
alition of Clericals and Nationalists. 
He was constrained to anticipate per-

sonal defeat so as tu keep his party in 
power as long as possible. 


Kaiser’s Hand In Mine Strike. 

The German government by direction 
of Emperor William brought its au- 
thority to bear on the mine .owners 
with a view to adjusting the great 
strike, which threatened to involve 300,- 
000 miners. Commerce Minister Moel- 
ler brought the owners to yield on some 
points of the men’s demands and ap- 
pointed commissioners to inquire in- 
to the basis of the strike. The miners 
have decided to make the strike gen- 
eral.

Senator Mitchell’s Denial. 

In the senate Jan. 17 John H. 
Mitchell of Oregon, indicted for con- 
spiracy and land 
frauds, was rec- 
ognized on the 
question” of: per- 
sonal privilege 
and made a 
formal denial of 
the charges, the 
authorsof which 
he denounced as 
malicious and 
#» atrocious liars, 
Ze challenged 

them to produce 
evidence other 
than that of

Senator Mitchell. ges. Prior to his 
statement many members of the senate 
greeted Mr. Mitchell cordially and as- 
sured him of their confidence. Mr. 
Mitchell’s voice choked with emotion 
as he spoke, and he nearly broke down. 


Swayne Impeachment Stands. 

The house, Jan. 18, adopted articles 
of impeachment against Judge Charles 
Swayne of the federal northern district 
of Florida by the narrow majority of 
six votes. The test vote came upon 
the charge that the judge had overstat- 
ed his afficial expenses. The result 
showed a widespread change of senti- 
ment among the members since the 
house, Dec.. 13, adopted, the resolution 
of ftigeachinent without even>a yea 
and nay yote. The vote was taken aft- 
er several days of discussion. The 
change of sentiment was due largely 
tex-™ritten by 
Judge Pardee .of Louisiana asserting 
that attacks on Swayne grew out of the 
latter’s prosecution of Democratic elec- 
tion frauds. ‘oe 


President’s Canal Message. 

In transmitting to congress the re 
port of the isthmian canal commission 
and the letter of Secretary Taft, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt concurs in Taft’s opin- 
ion that the law should give the pres- 
ident greater discretion in choosing 
men to do the work. He would prefer 
to have the commission reduced to 
three members, one of whom should 
serve as administrator of the canal 
strip and as minister to Panama. The 
actual work of executing the plans by 
the commission should be in the hands 
of one engineer. 


Smoot Against Polygamy. A 
When the Smoot hearing was resum- 
ed before the senate committee last 
week James A. Miner, formerly judge 
of the Utah supreme court, testified 
that Smoot had a reputation of being 
against polygamy and declared that 
there was no more unlawful cohabita- 
tion in Utah than there was in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. Many witnesses tes- 
tified that polygamy was dying out. 
Two women, Republicans, of Utah ex- 
pressed high regard for Senator Smoot 
and abhorrence of polygamy. Senator 
Smoot testified in his own defense and 
denied that his oath to the church in- 
terfered with his loyalty to the nation. 


459 Bills In 108 Minutes. 

A new record for private pension leg- 
islation was established in the house 
Jan. 14, when 459 bills were rushed 
through in 108 minutes. 


The Administration’s Legislative Lead 


Two measures dealing with the control of railroad rates which were 
presumed to have the appreval of the president have been introduced in 
the house by Repr¢sentatives Esch of Wisconsin and Townsend of 
Michigan. The Esch bill gives the interstate commerce commission the 
right to fix a rate, and the Townsend Dill provides for the court of trans- 
portation having authority to determine the reasonableness of that rate. 
Mr. Townsend's idea is in accord with the suggestion made by Secre- 
tary Morton. Under the Esch bill the order for a new rate after hearing 
of evidence by the interstate commerce commission would become 
operative in thirty days, and appeal therefrom would have to be made in 
the court of transportation within sixty days. The attorney general is 
to defend all proceedings in review, thus relieving all shippers. Refusal 
to obey the ruling subjects the offender to prosecution in the courts and 
makes him liable to a fine of $5,000 a day until obedience is rendered, | 
besides costs of prosecution. 

The court of transportation thus proposed is to have original and 
exclusive jurisdiction of all cases growing out of interstate commerce 
commission orders. It is to be composed of a chief justice at $9,000 a year 
and four associate justices at $8,500 a year. Pending appeals to the 
supreme court shippers may be compelled to pay the rate fixed by the 
carriers. ; ;

MIDDLESEX COUNTY’S COSTLIEST 
TRIAL. 


It is estimated by J. wv. Hayden, 
treasurer of Middlesex county, that the 
cost of the Tucker trial wili amount te 
between $30,000 and $40,000. Seen at his 
home on Summer street, somerville, 
last evening by a Globe _ reporter, 
Treasurer Hayden was unable to give 
a closer estimate than that quoted, for 
the reason that comparatively few of 
the bills have yet been presented te 
his office for payment. 

He was positive, however, that the 
sum required to meet the trial’s cost 
would not be less than $30,000 or more 
than $40,000, The figures mentioned 
represent the greatest cost to the coun- 
ty of any murder trial in its annals 
The one approaching nearest to the 
estimate given by County Treasurer 
Hayden. was the Trefethen case, the 
Cost of which was a little more than 
$20,000. 

The initial items 6f expénse in the 
Tucker trial thus far presented includ- 
ed the expense of the jurors’ services, 
the cost of their living, the expense 
of trips of the panel on Sunday rides, 
the cost of services of extra court 
officers, and the bill of stenographers 
and typewriter operators. 

The cost of all items incidental to the 
jury will not amount to more than 
$2000, according to Mr. Hayden's esti- 
mate. This sum will include the ex- 
pense of bringing all of the 200 tahs- 
pated to Cambridge -at the outset of the 
trial. 

The officers’ payroll will be a large 
one. The bill alone for the meals uf the 
12 jurors and the three officers who 
were with them throughout amounts to 
$790. 

The bill of the stenographers, an4& 
that will include the services of those 
who operated the typewriters, will 
amount to perhaps $4000, 

The bill for expenses of medical ard 
handwriting experts have uot yet been 
put in. The expenses of the defendant's 
experts will be determined by the jus- 
tices presiding at the trial. 

The fees for witnesses will amount 
to a comfortable sum, They vary from 
$3 to $30, with one exception, and that 
is a witness who was procured from 
St. Louis. The amount of his fee has 
not yet been determined.
